All of the Rush coun­ 
ty claims have been before the dis­ 
trict board for several weeks and 
the only action taken thus far was 
the certifying back here of the men 
who filed no claims for exemption. 
The act ion on the claims by the 
district board will 
also determine 
whether any more men will have to 
he examined at this time to make the 
county’s quota of sixtv-six. 
The 
local board stopped examining men 
when it was believed 
enough bad 
been examined to make the quota, 
it all depends on how the district 
board acts on the claims whether 
enough men have been 
examined 
here. 
If the board follows the pre­

Glen 8melser, an unmarried farmer, 
it is likely that more men will have 
to be called for examination.

Got to go to town Saturday 'night, 
to make a few purchases. It was 
my first time off the grounds in two 
weeks. We got our pay last Thurs- 
day; same week of the state 
fair. 


Father said the fair was pretty 
rood this year. 


I am on guard today.

4 yesterday. We -are on two hours 
and off four hours. The rest of the 
boys are making the company street, 
and digging ditches 
around tents. 


About forty men are detailed each 
day, to do such work under certain 
captains. 


Some are employed in the ware- 


houses, and some in the woods. We 
take 'kitchen, police, and guard du- 
ties in alphabetical order. The camp 
is being rapidly filled up now; new 
soldiers coming in 
every day. I 


think it will make a fine camp, when 
completed. What do you think of 


t'he war? 


Well, I must close, as it is about 


time for 
me to go on guard—ten 


o'clock.

FIFTEEN TOLL OF 


GERMAN AIR RAID 


Seventy Are Also Injured When 


Zeppelins and Aeroplanes Drop 


Bombs on England 


ATTACK ON SOUTHEAST COAST

London, Sept. 25.—Fifteen killed 


and seventy injured was the official 
casualty report announced today of 
last night's German 
air raid 
with 


aeroplanes. 


The 
hostile 
aircraft 
attacked 


along- the southeast coast, a few of 
them following the Thames and at- 
tacking- London. The raid on London 
occurred 
between 
eight 
and nine 


o'clock and lasted about 
forty-five 


minutes. 
Bombs were dropped 
at 


several points. -British, airmen en- 
gaged the hostile craft.' The Ger- 
mans brought into play a number of 
aerial torpedoes. 


The German planes appeared over 


the southeastern district of London 
soon after 8 o'clock and the engage- 
ment lasted until nearly half past 
nine. The raiders 
were 
scattered 


and did not come in compact form- 
ation. 
Many star shells were used 


by the defense guns, giving the- ap- 
pearance of spectacular fireworks. 
The scream of the torpedoes used by 
the Germans was distinguishable 
easily from fhe explosions of gnus 
or bombs. The people 
of London 


behaved welL They .followed police 
instructions for taking cover and 
there was no' panic. 
German Zep-
